(eic, t'ffnj/it), a standing out of one's self for joy. Statics (ianiiu) 9 th*» 
science of bodies standing, or at rest. Statistics (lorijfu), facts or figures 
relating to the standing or condition of a people. Hydrostatics (v£oj/d, 
iffTTini), the science of water or fluids at rest. Theme (Wfliy/u), a sub- 
ject put forth, or laid down, to write or speak upon. Thesis, something 
proposed or laid down. Hypothesis (biro, WAi^u), the foundation un- 
derlying the proof. Synthesis (ow, ridnfii), a putting together, the re- 
verse of Analysis (52). Epithet (ciri, rittrifu), a name conferred upon 
one, usually to note some fact or quality. Antidote (arrt, 3t<ityu), 
something given against, to counteract poison, &c. Anecdote (a-, ck, 
&'2wjii), not given out before, a new tale. 



ANECDOTES AND FABLES. 



Philip, the father of Alexander, having become a judge of two 
wicked men, ordered the one (13) to flee out of Macedonia, and the 
other to pursue him. 

2. 

Diogenes having come to Myndus, and having seen (that) the 
gates (were) large, and (that) the city (was) small, said, ' Men of 
Myndus, shut the gates, lest your city may go out.' 

3. 

Zeno said, on this account we have two ears, but one mouth, in 
order that we may hear more (Ace. PL contracted, 62), but (may) 
say less (Ace. PI.). 
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4. 

Diogenes (in reply) to some one asking, At what hour one ought to 
breakfast, said, ' If he is a rich man, when he wishes ; but if a poor 
man, when he has (can).' 

5. 

A simpleton selling a house, carried about a stone from it foi a 
sample. 

6. 

A dog, carrying (some) meat, was crossing a river ; and having 
seen his own shadow upon the water, he supposed it to be another dog 
possessing (some) meat ; and letting go (abandoning) his own (meat), 
he endeavoured to take the (meat) of the other (that one), but he lost 
both ; for (therefore) the one did not exist (was not), and what he 
possessed was carried away by the stream. 



A certain widow woman had a hen, which laid (laying) an egg for 
her every day. But having thought, that if she should throw (2 Aor. 
Opt.) more (ir\elovc=zir\eiot>ac, 62) barley to the hen, it will lay twice 
a day (Rule 23), she did so (this thing). But the hen, having become 
(2 Aor. Part.) fat, was able to lay not even once a day. 



PARABLE OF THE TALENTS. (Matt. xxv. 14.) 

Numbers above the line refer to the notes placed at the end. 

A man going abroad called his own * slaves, 3 and entrusted to them 
his property; and to one he gave five talents, to another two, to 
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another one ; to each according to his own power ; and immediately 
went abroad. But he who had received (6 Xa/3o»r) the five talents, 4 
having gone,* traded with (in) them, and made five more (other) 
talents. Likewise also he who had received (Xafiwv understood, Rule 
22) the two (talents), he also gained two more. But he who had 
received the one (talent) having gone away 5 dug (a hole) in the earth, 
and hid away his lord's money. Xnd after a long (much) time, the 
lord of those slaves comes, 6 and settles accounts with them. And he 
who had received the five talents having come to (him), brought to 
(him) 7 five more talents, saying, Lord, thou entrustedst five 8 talents 
to me; behold, I have gained five more talents in addition to them. 
And his lord said 9 to him, Well done, good and faithful slave ; thou 
wast faithful over a few things, 10 I will appoint thee ruler over many 
things; enter thou into (enjoy thou) 11 the favour of thy lord. And 
he also who had received the two having come, said, Lord thou en- 
trustedst to me two talents ; behold, I have gained two talents more in 
addition to them. His lord said to him, Well done, good and faithful 
slave ; thou wast faithful over a few things, I will appoint thee ruler 
over many things ; enjoy the favour of thy lord. And also he that 
had received (Perf. Part, of Xa^a^w) the one talent having come, 
said, Lord, I knew (2 Aor. of yiyvwmcw) thee, that thou art a harsh 
man, reaping where thou sowedst not, and gathering in whence thou 
scatteredst not; and being frightened, having gone away I hid thy 
talent in the earth ; behold, thou hast that which is thine. But his 
lord having answered, said to him, O wicked and lazy slave ! thou 
knewest 12 that I reap where I sowed not, and gather in whence I scattered 
not ; it was therefore necessary that thou shouldst put my money at the 
bankers ; 13 and having come I should have got back my own with 
interest. Take,, therefore, the talent from him, and give it to him who 
has (having) the ten talents. For to every one who has shall be given. 
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and he shall have more than enough ; but from him who has noi,* even 
what he has, shall be taken (Put. Pass. aipu>) from him. And caEfc-ye 
out the useless 14 slave into the darkness without ; there shall be 'the 
weeping and the grinding of teeth. 



NOTES ON THE PARABLE OF THE TALENTS. 

1. Marking strongly to whom the parable is addressed — to the 
household of Christ. 

2. Slaves (in a good sense) or bondservants, not servants who are 
free to come and go, but ' bought with a price.' 

3. wopevOds is the emphatic word — he sets forward about it at once. 

4. See note, Lesson 70. 

5. Merely going away from his master, not setting forward with 
an object in view. 

6. The order of the words in the Greek is the order of thought ; the 
more important and emphatic word usually precedes another on which 
the mind is less fully occupied, as in English, * in came the man. 1 

7. * Brought to ' (his master), the preposition prefixed marking the 
direction, and dispensing with the noun or pronoun which is evident. 

8. ' Five* emphatic, to contrast with the ' other five ;' the verb here 
is the last word, as he does not want to point out that the master 
entrusted him with money, but the amount of the trust-money. 'Tome' 
is the word next in importance, as there were others to whom different 
Bums were entrusted. This emphasis can often be expressed in English 
only by the tone of voice, and to this the Greek text is the only correct 
key. 

9. As in English ' said he,' the 'he ' being immaterial ; here we have 
the verb first and the nominative. 
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10. * Over few things ' emphatic, contrasted with ' over mam 
things ' commencing the next clause. 

11. ' Enter thou ' — the invitation is here the principal thought. 

12. ' Thou knewest ' is the important word here, to which the con- 
sequent ' therefore ' refers, the knowledge of his master's will necessitate 
ing a careful use of the talent. 

18. ' The bankers ' — if unable or unwilling to labour for his master, 
he could at least place the talent in the hands, of those who would 
employ it profitably. This seems more especially to refer to what is 
with many ' the one talent ' — wealth. 

14. ' Useless ' is here emphatic ; expulsion into the darkness out- 
Bide the kingdom is the sentence passed by Christ upon 'useless 1 
Christians. 
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
